Such deeds were ascribed to the 
great American printer, philosopher 
und statesman, Even more wonder- 
tul than this, the agency employed by 
Franklin has revivitied the dead, and 
where life may not be restored is used 
to create in absolute perfection the 
likeness of the loved and lost. It an- 
nihilates space and leaps from conti- 
nent to continent, bearing messages 
from separated friends even as_ it 
flashes across the heavens and bridges 
with lurid splendors the archway of 
the skies. It makes the earth quake, 
Shakes thesolid globe, disperses and 
gathers the tempests of heavep, and 
seems the life and soul of all created 
things. Six centuries before the Chris- 
tian era, ‘Thales, the Milesian philoso- 
pher, remarked that electron, amber, 
when rubbed, drew to it light bodies, 
as the loadsione attracts iron.

If there be foundation for these 
vague stories the doctors can tell.
